natters unrelated to the investigation (Scarcella: 1097-98) . When 
Scarcella began to discuss the incident at 2 Hope Street, he read 
defendant Miranda warnings from a card, and defendant responded 
that he understood the rights read to him and was willing to answer 
questions (Scarcella: 1101-04). 

Scarcella told defendant that he felt defendant was involved 
'n the case and that he knew that defendant was having problems 
ith the mother of his children, Eric and Jasmine (Scarcella: 
098) . Defendant said to Scarcella, "Whatever I say now, my life 
s over,- I am never going to see my kids again." (Scarcella: 1098) . 
efendant told Scarcella that he would tell what happened if his 
hildren were brought to him. Scarcella arranged for a detective 
o bring Jasmine and Eric Lopez to the 90th Precinct (Scarcella: 
099, 1131) . Each child was brought into the interview room for a 
isit with defendant (Scarcella: 1100) . Defendant hugged and 
issed each child, and then the children were taken back to the 
ronx (Scarcella: 1100-01, 1131) . 

At about 11,,: 3 p.m., after the visit with his children, 
"efendant began to cry and told Scarcella and Chemil that "you guys 
ot it right" (Scarcella: 1104, 1131, 1149). When Scarcella asked 
efendant if he started the fire and wanted to kill Jose because he 
d his wife had taken his kids away, defendant said, "Yes" 
(Scarcella: 1104, 1149-50). 

At about 12:45 a.m., defendant asked to use the telephone 
(Scarcella: 1107) . Scarcella took defendant to an office and 
tayed with him while defendant spoke on the telephone with his 
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
